part of the preambles, for that I feared, chat if I ſhould haue put in all the 
preambles, this booke woulde haue grovven ſo bigge,and fo thicke, that 
it would not haue bene conteined in this volume.

The firſt, for that, that many of the ſtatutes be long, & containe many 
ſeuerall matters, of which percaſe you would many times gladly, ſhortly 
finde out ſome one (without tediouſnes , ſpending of the time in rea- 
ding ouer the whole ſtatute)therefore by peruſing the words in the mar- 
gent, ye may quickly conceiue, what matters bee in that ſtatute, whereby 
ye may readily finde out the matter that ye would read of in that ſtature. 

The ſecond cauſe is, that thewordes in the Margent well conſidered, 
ſhall ſtand you in as good ſteede, as ſhould a ſpeciall Calender.
